WKNTWoBTn Mritary ffiDisMY lijiil its origin 
ill a (U'sire of Afr. Stf»plien G. Wentwortli to erect 
a mnnnmont to tlin ineinory of Lis (U'C-(>;ish(1 son, 
Williaiu Wentwortb. in the year 1880 a nuitable 
boildiDg was purchased, and, in September of tlie 
same year, the school opened. In April, 1881, a char- 
ter was seonred and the school was authorised to 
confer such d^rees and marks of distinction as are 
nsnally irranted by literary institutions. A board of 
triistfH\s was appointed, consisting of meinhHrs of the 
(lilTt^rent Trotcstant churcluis of iif'xiiii^toii. i*'roiu 
yoar to year, as the n*>ftils of the school have demaaded, 
Mr. Wentworth has roiitribnfed new facilities, and 
citizens of Lexington and Lal«*ayette county ha?6 not 
withheld their support, but have lent eneoonigemettt 
by liberal patronage and by givUig money to aid in 
the erectioii of new buildings. The Academy has been 
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hk ^Qilgmikm e)e?eD yean, and daring that time lias

Weboli<»ve that this is the oldest military school 
in the siiiie. The luilitary iilea is 'M-owini: and many 
schools are adoptitiji tho feabire. Its full henertta, how. 
ever, cannot be realized in any bat a boarding scliool, . 
where the stndentB are all together and where their 
ndnft retiring, assemUiog for meals, and for stady^ 
tiieir oare for tiieir rooms and for tiieir dresa^ and in 
fftol all their daily dnties are regulated by tbe ndKtary 
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requirements. For nine years we hvr^ bad tliia featoie 

in ibe school, and from it we have derived mosfc iB^ti- 
fyinjor results. We liave inoorporatt^d it not for the 
purpose of training; our pupils for military life, but on 
acconnt of the many advantages derived from it in 
sohooi gof ennaent, and on aoooant of the many bene- 
fits wbidi oiut-atedonts obtaia from febe system. It 
jooosnmes no time that woold otberwiss be devoted to 
stidy; as tiie boon oeed lor it would in o^er sebools 
he given to recreation. We have three sizes of guns, 
sixty of which are Austrian cadet muskets. Twenty 
of these are lii,Mit <'iioii';)i for hoys 1"? years of age, 
forty of them are about two pounds heavier. In 
addition to these we have eighty Springfield riJieS) 
breech loading and of the latest pattern. 

To sum 1^ a fbw of Ibe many leafloasfciradoptloig 
tiie military feature we l)elieve :

Tbe beet men in the drill as a rule are the beet in their 
stodies.
